District Agriculturist 
By J. S. Dancan 
Mineral ‘for Cattle: 
. Minerals are very important 
for cattle, particularly phosphor- 
ous. This element is lacking in 
late summer and fall pastures so 
many cattle go into the winter 
already deficient. 

Cattle being fattened on grain 
should get a mixture containing 
% bonemeal, % limestone and 
¥% salt. For cattle being winter- 
ed mainly on roughage a-satis- 
factory mixture can be made up 
of % bonemeal and % salt. 

Put this mixture out where it: 
will be protected from snow or 
rain and replenish the ‘supply 
regularly rather than putting out 
the whole winter supply at one 
time. 


| Don’t feed Stilbestrol to heif- 


ers which are. going to ‘be herd 
replacements or you may have 
breeding troubles. 


Sorghum Alum: 

You may have read some of 
the advértsing about this forage 
crop. It is a hybrid of Johnson 
grass which is one of the most 
troublesome weeds in some parts 
of the United States. For this 
reason it is suggested that farm- 
ers in Alberta do not try to: grow 
Sorghum Alum at least until 
enough experimental work is 
done .here to see if it has any 
value as a forage and we find 
out what problems may be as- 
sociated with it. 

Forage Crops: 

Now is the time to make plans 
for seeding down hay and pas- 
ture next spring. One reason for 
planning now is so that you can 
get your seed ordered and he 
sure of getting what you want.

_News Report 
From Edmonton

‘EDMONTON—Now that the 
federal and provincial govern- 
ments are committed to helping 
municipalities foot the bill for 
winter works projects, the ques- 
tion is whether many Alberta 
municipalities will be able to 
take advantage of the offer. 

Ottawa announced some time 
ago it will pay municipalities 50 
per cent of the labor cost incur- 
red in road, sidewalk and sewer 
projects which wouldn’t ordinar- 
ily be carried on in the winter, 
as a’means of boosting employ- 
ment, 

Last week the province got in- 
to the act. Premier Manning said 
the province will pick up 25 per 
cent of the labor cost, leaving 
the municipalities to pay only 
the remaining one-quarter of the 
labor bill on special winter 
work. 

To promote quick action, the 
province will also lend up to 
$4,000,000 to municipalities to 
finance winter projects, at an 
interest of five per cent. 

But here’s the problem muni- 
cipal administrator are ponder- 
ing: How much road, sewer and 
sidewalk work can be done in 
western Canada in the dead of 
winter? Of the three, under- 
ground sewer work looks like 
the best possibility. 

Premier Manning has. written 
Ottawa asking the federal gov- 
ernment to broaden the scope of 
the program, but at the time of 
writing there had been no reply. 
He pointed out that such things 
as gravel stockpiling and bridze 
construction can be carried out 
easily in the winter and would 
do more to stimulate employ- 
ment.

DEFICIT FINANCING is a 
painless matter if you happen to 
have a fat bank account like the 
government of Alberta. 

In the last fiscal year, ended 
March 31, the province took $20,- 
122,602 from its savings to make 
up the difference between -rev- 
enue and expenditures. This 
compares with surpluses of $34,- 
363,412 on the 1956-57 fiscal 
year, and $15,939,544 for the 1955 
-56 fiscal year. 

Total revenue for the year was 
$277,373,993, while overall 
spending was $297,496,505. 

Main factors responsible for 
the operating deficit: $10,932,540 
spent on oil and gas royalty divi- 
dends, $52,060,437 shelled out to 
reduce the public debt, and an 
unexpected increase in school 
buildings assistance. 

The figures are contained in 
the public accounts report for 
the year, released last week by 
Provincial Auditor C.. K. Huck- 
vale,

Gift Wrapping: 

Attractively wrapped gifts add 
so much to the festive air of the 
season. The choice in the line of 
fancy ribbons, paper and other 
decorations for gift wrapping 
parcels is unlimited. 

Christmas messages and dif- 
ferent designs can be produced 
on gifts, mirrors or picture win- 
dows with coloted scotch tape 
either to match or contrast the 
wrapping. To preserve some of 
the lovely wrappings and bows, 
cover the lid separately from 
the bottom. 

Create different and original 
ideas for decorative trim. Glitter, 
old cut out Christmas cards, jok- 
es, insets of leftover paper, min- 
iature toys or Christmas tree 
decorations are just a few of the 
unlimited decorative trim that 
can be used. Holly, spruce, fern 
or pine sprigs, and natural or 
painted cones can also be used 
as substitutes for bows. 

An individual can create glam- 
orous bows duplicating the 
bought ones and at the same 
time gain self satisfaction at be- 
ing able to create them. The fol- 
lowing are a few suggestions and 
directions: | 

For the basic bow, overlap the 
ribbon several times, then cut 
the centre of the bow on either 
side in form of a V. Tie a knot | 
using a narrow strip and spread | 
the ends. The frou frou bow is a 
variation of the basic bow above 
and can be produced by cutting 
into and along the edge from the | 
overlapped portion towards to 
near the centre of the V on both

i) 


ends, The formal or circle bow 
is created by making a small 
circle of ribbon around. the 
thumb and adding other circles 
each gently larger, until the bow 
is the desired size. Pass a short 
strip of ribbon through the cent- 
re loop and secure the back. 

A number of bows are now 
made separately instead of loop- 
ed. To form the knotless bow cut 
the following lengths of sheen: 
four 18 in., two 11 in., two 10 in. 
and one 4 in. Moisten the ends 
of the 13 in. strips and press to 
centre. Repeat the same proced- 
ure with the other strips and 
place 1 on top of the other in the 
above order of lengths. Each bow 
may be arranged at a different 
angle at the centre to produce the 
final effect. For a fluffier bow, 
cut: strips all the same length 
and add as many loops as desir- 
ed. Wire, needle and thread or 
scotch tape or ribbon can be us- 
ed to hold bows together.

' Every department of the gov- 
ernment had to ask cabinet for 
increased appropriations in 
varying amounts. In éach case, 
the warrant must have the ap- 
proval of the provincial auditor. 
An employee of the Legislature 
(not the government), the auditor 
acts as the watchdog’ on the gov- 
ernment purse strings.

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Bursaries and Awards Available” 


To High School Students 


For some years the High School 
Staff and the Executive of the 
Viking Home & School Associa- 
tion have been concerned about 
making parents aware of the 
bursaries and awards, which are 
available to the students of the 
Viking High School, On two oc- 
casions it has been discussed at 
the Home & School meetings. All 
notices and information sheets 
have been posted on the school 
Bulletin Board. However, the 
number attending the Home & 
School meetings has not been 
large; and we do feel that the 
parents should become acquaint- 
ed with this information as well 
as the students. 


On the whole the awards are 
available to students who are 
considering going on to Univers- 
ity and achieve University Ma- 
triculation standing. There are 
however some available to stu- 
dents going into business col- 
leges and to girls going into nurs- 
ing. One thing to remember is, 
that students must make appli- 
cation for them and must come 
up to a certain standard of ach- 
ievement before they are con- 
sidered as. possible recipients. 


There are many scholarships, 
bursaries, awards, and grants. 
available to high school students 
and graduates. A condensed list 
is printed here. A complete list 
may be obtained from the Reg- 
istrar, Dept. of Education. There 
are also several copies at the 
Viking News Office. 


These scholarships are vailable 
in Alberta: Agriculture, 5, schol- 
arships ranging from $100 to 
$500; Chemistry, 3 from $250 to 
‘$500; Pharmacy, 2, from $100 to 
$250; Physio-therapy, 3, for $350; 
Mathematics, 5, from $150 to 
$500; Food Service Administra- 
tion, 1, for $1000; Education, 9, 
from $200 to: $600; Classics (Latin 
and Greek), 2, for $150; Engin- 
eering, Geology and Geophysics, 
9, from $100 to $3000; Arts and 
Science, 10, from $150 to $1500; 
Any Degree Course, 67, from 
$100 to $2000. 


Most of these scholarships and 
awards are given to students of 
good standing. Often a need for 
financial aid must be shown.. 
Sometimes interest in a special 
field is required. 


For teacher training there are 
bursaries by the school board— 
usually $300; these are govern- 
ment bursaries that amount to 
$200 per year; teachers in train- 
ing may get remission. of tuition 
fees and there are bursaries and 
remission of fees for University 
graduates if the student is eli- 
gible and mekes application. 


There are many awards that, 
apply to special groups ‘such as 
members of armed forces and 
their families, employees of cer- 
tain companies’ children that are 
deaf or blind or mentally or 
physically incapacitated. These 
awards are not shown on this 
brief list. 


There are scholarships for 
music and the other Fine Arts to 
the Banff School.of Fine Arts 
and other similar institutions. 

Besides these there is the Stu- 
dents’ Assistance Act: 


Assistance is available to stu- 
dents by way of grants and loans, 
-unded the Students’ Assistance 
Act 1953. Matriculated students 
who contemplate entrance.to the 
University. and who can submit 
evidence of need should apply to 
the Deputy Minister, Department 
of Education, Edmonton, for de- 
tails regarding such assistance. 


Grants are available to assist 
needy students, and are not sub- 
ject to repayment. For new stu- 
dents, grants in an amount not 
to exceed $300 will be made to 
those who are able to prove 
need, and who have Grade XII 
matriculation averages of 70% 
or more. Grants are made pos- 
sible through joint contributions 
by the Government of Canada 
and the Government of Alberta. 
Students receiving grants are al- 
so eligible for loans. 


Loans ndt in excess of $400 
may be approved for new stu- 
dents prior to their enrolment at 
the University only if they have 
Grade XII matriculation ‘aver- 
ages of 65% or more. The mon- 
ies for the loans under the Stu- 
dents’ Assistance Act are cor 
tributed solely by the Govern- 
ment of Alberta. :
